Rome, Nov. 2.—The reports which 
haye been jeprend in foreign count 
that the Italian troopa-at tipoli have 
practiced extreme cruelty in the war 
against the Turks and Arabs, killing 
women and children, the aged and in. 
firm and non-combatants, have caus. 

indiguation throughout 
taly. These reports have ‘already 
been officially denied, but Premier 
Gioletti took occasion again last night 
to'emphasize the denial and to make 
a statement in behalf of the Govern. 
ment and the whole nation. 

“If any reproach is admissable,”” he 
said, ‘it can only be on account of 
excess of humitarianism. We have, ! 
Perhaps, through ‘exaggerated seru-: 
ples, spared the lives and Property of 
the enemy, and, in so doing have ex- 
peed ourselves to grave risks. This, 

jowever, we have been pleased to do. 
to prove that we are civilized and 
human. Perhaps what is the bounty 
of the strong may be Judged as weak. 
ness, 

“Our soldiers, trained in the school 
of loyalty and accustomed to the up- 
tightness of the Abyssinians, who are 
open enemies or steadfast friends, did 
not expect that the Arabs, after they 
had sworn fealty and received grain 
a flour and other concessions, 
would treacherously break their oaths 
and trajtorously turn their arms Upon 
the wounded.” Among those heroie 
dead many of them were barbarious- 
ly killed by the enemy alter they had 
fallen. gravely wounded, 

“He who asserts that the Italian 

soldier would. offend woman or child 
shows ignorance of our country and 
race. The acts of treachery were due 
partly to the efforts of Bedouins, about 
15,000 of whom migrate at this season 
of the year from the interior to the 
coast for the date crop. They formed 
a kind of conspiracy with the Turks 
and sucessded in rsuading the 
Arabs, who had already declared 
themselves our friends, to rebel. But, 
indeed, the Arabs were ready to take 
up arms against those they consider. 
od weak, at any moment. This js 
shown by the fact that many of the 
habitations when set on fire, exploded 
like gunpowder magazines, so great 
were the quantities of arms and am- 
munition hidden in them. 

“After the betrayal, when the Arabs, 
hidden.by the trees, walls and houses 
in the oasis, shot in the back the 
troops courageously fighting the 
Turks, our soldiers defended them- 
selves. They attacked the oasis and 
routed the traitors, killing those 

j caught in the act of firing and taking 
j others prisoners. For safety, we 
transported the prisoners to Tremiti 
and Ostica Islands, where on their 
own admission, outside of the curtail- 
ment of their liberty, they are better 
treated than in their own country,” 
Aviator Dropped Bombs. 

Tripoli. Nov. 2—The last twenty- 
four nouns have passed quietly. An 
Italian mititary aviator, while making 
@ reconnaisance Tuesday night, sue- 
ceeded in dropping four bombs in the 
midst of the Turkish encampment. 

Marching on Tripoli. 

Constantinople, Nov. 2.—The chan- 
ber yesterday loudly cheered the read- 
ing of a telegram from Suleiman el 
Baruni, the deputy from Tripoli, 
commanding the Arab volunteers. The 
telegrain, dated Oct. 28, said: “I 
reached the coast, accompanied by 
the volunteers, on Oct, 28, and deliv- 
ered a formidable assault upon the 
enemy, who were driven out from 
their entrenched positions. To-day J 
am marching on Tripoli. Thanks to 
Divine assistance, I shall enter the 
town.” 

Riots In Egypt. 

Alexandria. Egypt, Nov. 2.—Re. 
ports of Turkish victories were receiy. 
ed Here during the night in a tumult 
that at one time threatened to be 
serious. The natives turned out in 
thousands, calling up Allah to con- 
found “‘the infidels.” 

Shots were ‘exchunged between Mos- 
lems and Europeans. One native was 
killed and 14 others were wounded 
before the police had suppressed the 
rioting. Scores of arrests were made.

Pekin, Nov. $3.—The massacre of na- 
tives at Hankow by Imperialist troops, 
intelligence of which has reached both 
the War Board and the German legn- 
tion. may prove a serious hindrance 
to the peace negotiations which Yuan 
Bhi Kai has been endeavoring to in- 
gugurate with the rebel leaders. The 


ordinarily at 500,000, but it is believed 
at every non-combatant who was 
sble to escape proceeded into the 
country prior te the conflict. The 
Hankow streets are very narrow and 
the houses are closely’ packed. There 
are many wealthy Chinese merchants 
and manufactorers in ‘gold and silver.)

NO CASES OF DISORDER |! 


Correspondent For Associated Press 
Says That Apart From the Burning 
of the Governor's Residence the 
Occupation of the City Was Per- 
fectly Orderly—Every Courtesy 
Is Shown to. Foreigners. 


Shanghai, Noy. OSes for the 
foreign concessions ‘Shanghai to-day 
is entirely in the hands of the revo-. 
lutionists, who captared the city late 
yesterday, afternoon. There was’ prac- 
tically no resistance, only a few shots 
being fired. the Chinese soldiers 
have joined the rebels, and the police 
and firemen apparently are. sympath- 
izing with the 
white badges or their arms, 

After ing over the arsenal the 
rebels burned the Taotai’s yamen: in 
the native ‘city: 

The Associated Press correspondent 
yesterday afternoon covered the en- 
tire outlyi section of Shanghai, 
but did not discover a single instance 
of disorder, Even in the native city 
where the Taotai’s yamen, was burn- 
ed to the’ ground, complete order pre- 
vailed. Every courtesy is being shown 
foreigners. 

The soldiers, police and firemen are 
continuing on duty. The shops are 
closed. The natives are evineing al- 
most childish delight over the {sct 
that the new Government has taken 
over the affairs of the city. Their 
pleasure, however, is not of 2 demon- 
strative nature. 

While the action of the rebela was 
expected the movement was made 
quickly, About 4 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon a slight disturbance occur- 
rediin. the northern section of the 
city, and shortly afterward throughout 
the/ native: city notices were posted 
announcing that “the military govern- 
ment of China” had taken over Shang- 
hai, It warned the populace agains: 
disorder. + 

Quickly following the demands for 
the surrender of the arsenal came an 
attempt to cut the wires of the Nan- 
king-Shanghai Railway, which was 
frustrated personally by A. W. U. 
Pope, oo manager of the com 

any. Mr. Pope found an arma revo- 
utionary inside the station, and dis. 
armed him. Then he telephonsl th- 
British consul that the raiiway pre- 
perty was threatened, and the British 
volunteers of Shanghai were called 
ont and mounted guard over the stu- 
tion and outlying properties.

The “telacvuust,” as lately patented 
‘n England, fs a cunlous new tnstru- 
ment—a kind of xound telescope that 
entches a falut noise and magnifies, 
extending the rauge of the ear to four 
times the uxus! distance.

Road Stid Into Lake. 


Chatham. Ont., Nov. 10.—Alex. 
Chaplin, who secured leases from *the 
Government to drill for oil and gas 
under the waters of Lake Erie, no 
sooner commenced the sinking of his 
first well than an spjonerien was is- 
sued against him by John Carr, owner 
of the farm opposite it, and’ by the 
Volcanic Oil & Gat Co., who lease 
from Carr. The Volcanic Company is 
an oil trust that practically now con- 
trols the Tilbury field. 

The plaintiffs claim that Chaplin 
is trespassing on Carr’s property and 
make a novel plea to prove their 
claim. They assert that the southern 
boundary of Carr's lot is ¢everal rods 
out in the lake and the cz -n patent 
to Carr's predecessor in the title 
granted land to the northwest limit of 
the old Talbot road, laid out about a 
century ago. 

The original Talbot road has long 
since washed into the Jake, along with 
several rods of the original township 
lot, but Carr claims that this does not 
affect his boundary lines. 

As all the-other farmers along the 
lake shore are in a similar position 
Chaplin finds himself in. a iar 
position, and until the courts settle 
the farmer's rights in the matter’ his 
scheme to drill under the waters of 
Luke Erie will have to be abandoned.

Dsl Gratfa Missing. 

A good deal of comment has been 
created by the disappearance of “Dei 
Gratia” from the Canadian coins of 
this year. The peculiarity is shared 
by all the copper and silver coins 
struck off in the mint this year. 

No gold coins have been struck off 
so far this year, though the apparatus 
for so doing is in a forward state. 
The dies for these coins have the 
“Dei Gratia.” It further is the case 
that next year’s coins will have the 
sate and reverent old motto re- 
stored. 

The cause of the omission is an in- 
advertence on the part of the authori- 
ties of the British mint. The dies 
were prepared in England, and it was 
there that the mistake was made. They 
arrived early in the year. The situa- 
tion in which the Department of Fin- 
ance found itself with regard to the 
matter was that, for one thing. Can- 
ada was under a substantial: obliga: 
tion to the British authorities in the 
matter, and for another, that there was 
acute need for currency. Accordingly 
the designs were accepted and ap- 
proved. |

For this dignified, but not exceed- 
ingly onerous position, the Govern- 
ment select a Senator of their politi- 
eal faith, usually a man who has heid 


a seat there for some time, and who; 


possesses qualities that fit him for the 
sition — for instance, such men 
ave recently occupied the chair, Sen 
ator Kerr, Senator Dandurand, the 
late Lieutenant-Governor Pelletier, 
and the Hon. Sir Alexander Lacoste. 

In the Serate the Conservatives 
are now in a small ani 
Conservative Senator will be the next 
Speaker, just as the Senate had a Lib. 
eral Speaker in 1806, aithough the 
Liberals were iu the minority.

Those in favor of a motion in the 

Senate are called “Contents”; those 
ngainst it ‘“‘Non-Contents™; and 
should the vote be a tie it is held that 
the non-contenta have it, that is, that 
the question is decided_in the nega- 
tive, the Speaké® not having a casting 
vote. This practice is that which for 
centuries has been followed in. the 
British House of Lords. 
» At the rear of the chamber, and on 
what may called the ground floor, 
are the Speaker's apartments — a 
handsomely and even luxuriously fur- 
nished suite of rooms in which he 
resides during session, and where from 
time to time he entertains his fellow- 
members at luncheon or dinner. These 
are reckoned among the most enjoy- 
abt social functions of Parliamentary 
ife. 

The House of Commons—the body 
that especially and directly Topresents 
the people—electa its ovn Speaker, 
but inasmuch as the Government must 
of necessity have a majority in that 
chamber, it follows that the position 
of Speaker always falls to the mem: 
ber selected by the Government. Very 
seldom is the Government candidate 
opposed. 

A Speaker holds office during the 
life of one “Parliament—that is from 
the time he ig chosen at the opening 
of the first session after an election 
until Parliament is dissolved. 

In the British House, a Speaker is 
often continued through a number of 
Parliaments without regard to his 
party affiliations. This insures the 
efficiency resulting from experience. 
Here the honor is passed on from 
Parliament to Parliament, four years 
being on the average the length of 
each Speaker's term of office. 

When the new Parliament meets the 
first step in the work of organizing 
the new House of Commons will be 
the signing of the roll and the taking 
of the oat by all the members, ‘This 
will take place on the forenoon of 
opening day in the chamber, wher: 
the Clerk of the House and his nasi 
ant will be present with roll and Rible

On the afternoon on which Parlia- 
ment is summoned to meet, the mem- 
bers assemble in their chamber, There 
is no Speaker and the chair’is vacant. 
The Usher of the Black Rodis ad- 
mitted, and he announces that the 
Deputy Governor-General desires the 
immediate a{tendance of the members 
in the Senate chamber. There they 
are told by the Deputy Governor-Gen- 
eral (for His Excellency doea not at- 
tend this preliminary ceremony) that 
His Excellency “does not see fit to 
declare the causes of his summoning 
the present Parliament of the Domin-~ 
ion of Canada, until a Speaker of the 
House ,of Commons shall have been 
chosen seceraing to law.”’ The House 
is, therefore, told to elect a Speaker, 
and to assemble on the following day 
and hear the speech from the throne, 
which will contain in outline the Gov- 
ernment’s legislative program for the 
session. Thereupon the. Commons re- 
turn to their chamber and proceed to 
elect a Speaker, 

Standing at the head of) the table 
and just below the dais on which is 
the Speaker's chair, the clerk points 
to a member who rises to make a 
nomination, but he utters not a word. 

A member proposing another as 
Speaker does so in these words: “I 
propose tint o take the chair 
of this House as Speaker.’ A_ brief 
speech is usually made by the propos. 
er in which are pointed out the fitness 
of the member proposed for the high 
and difficult position. The proposal 
is seconded, and very seldom is it ob- 
jected to by the Opposition. The 
member proposed, was, of course, se. 
lected long in advance by the Gov- 
ernment, amd the selection, no doubt, 
has already been made although Par- 
liament has not yet been summoned. 

The proposal having been adopted 
by the House, the clerk declares the 
member in question duly elected, and 
his proposer and seconder. conduct 
him,- arm in arm, from his seat on 
the floor of the House to the dais 
on which is the Speaker’s chair, and 
there standing, he returns thanks to 
the House for the great honor done 
him, at the same time promising to be 
diligent in preserving all the ancient, 
rights and privileges of the House. 

It is the duty of the Speaker to pre- 
side over all deliberations of the 
House except when relieved by the 
Deputy Speaker, who also presides 
over all committees of the whole 
House. The Speaker reads prayers at 
the opening of each day's sitting; he 
puts tu the House all motions that 
may be proposed by members; he an- 
nounees the resulta of votes; he re- 
ceives messages from the Governor. 
General and the Senate, and an- 
nounces them ‘to the House; he en- 
forces the ‘observance of order and 
decorum among the members for 
breach of rules when he has received 
the necessary instructions from the 
House; he decides questions of order 
subject to an appeal to the House; 
and he ts the “mouthpiece of the 


House"? on all occasions when an

or to the Governor-General. He can- 


net take part in the debates, except, 


when the House is in committee, and 
when he is not in the chair. As a 
rite, this right xercised only whet 
the House is in Committee of Supply

There’s Danger Afoot When Captive 
Wild Beasts “Go Bad.” 

What those who Save charge of wild 
animals in captivity, and especially 
trainers, dread most among the large 
beasts Is that inexplicable change of 
temperament on the part of the ant 
mal known tn the parlance of the me- 
nagerie as “golng bad.” 

Lions are likely to go bad about the 
tenth year of life; tigers, two or three 
years carlier, The male tiger is the 
dread of the profession when he 
Teaches this condition. because he is 
more likely to go into a frenzy without 
warnlng, and once gone bad nothing 
will satisfy him but murder. 

Se will leap for any man within 
reach, nnd when nice bls teeth are on 
the bone uething but fre will make 
bine relingsixt tt, and not always shat. 

This “going bad" may come in the 
nature of « sudden attack or it may 
derclop stowly and be counteracted if 
taken In time. An old trainer can 
usually detect the symptoms of this 
curious ailment. It seems to be in 
the nature of a disease, and other anti- 
mals recognize it and shun the affect- 
ed one. ; 

When its progress is apparent the 
danger is not great. All that is re 
quired then is a level head and the 
wisdom to refrain from further inter- 
ference with the animal, 

Sometimes this bad temper will last 
but a short time, and agatn it will be- 
come the permanent condition of the 
animal, In that case he is sent to the 
lonely cage to spend the rest of his 
life’ in comparative obscurity, dis

Chief Justice Falconbridge, In .Dis- 
missing Prisoner Who Was on Trial 
For Slaying Giacchini Ceci Last 
@ Good Friday, Says Carrying of 

| Knives Will Not Be Tolerated 

In Canada—Prisoner Cool. 


Toronto, Nov. 11.—‘Not guilty,” 
was the verdict returned last evening 
in the murder trial of Francesco 
selli, who was chatged with killing 
Giacchini Ceci in a fracas on Agnes 
street on the night of Good Friday 
last. The jury retired at 3.35 and 
Teturned shortly after eight o'clock. 

The counsel for the defence declar- 
ed that there -were no evidence to 
show that the eccused had any von- 
! geance in his heart, nor was there 

any motive which would prompt him 

to take the life of Ceci. 

In reviewing the evidence, Judge 
Falconbridge reminded the jury that 
it was their plece to give the prisoner 

ithe bene&t of any doubt. e said 
that a verdict of manslaughter could 
be brought in should the-tary 50 de- 
sire. 

Donato Panzine, who was sentenced 
to one yedr for doing bodily injury to 
Andrae Mele, during the free fight at 
the Agnes street house, was brought 
from the prison {arm at Guelph. to 

ive evidence and in so doing he flat- 
f contradicted the story of Roselli. 

¢ declared that he went upstaira 
and procured a butcher knife for the 
express parpose of killing some one, 
and that after he had struck Mele 
in the backyard, threw the knife down 
and ran around the house. 

This was entirely different from the 
Story of the prisoner who claimed 
that he had fought with Panzine and 
taken the knife from him and in that 
way cut his thumb. 

Crown Prosecutor Creswicke in ad-

dressing the jury, said that Panzine 
could not benefit in the least by tell- 
ing such a story, and that the wit- 
ncss’s testimony must therefore be 
true. 

A minute or two after the jury re- 
turned, the prisoner was brought in. 
As he stood in the dock, his face was 
impressionless. He seemed to be in a 
stupor and come to a point-where he 
cared little whether he would be set 
at liberty or acntenced, 

When the foreman stated the con- 
clusion at which the jury had arriy- 
ed, Mr. Henderson rose and offered 
his hand to Roselli, The man at first 
just stared at his lawyer in an un. 
concerned manner and then shook 
hands in a very faint and meaningless 
way. 

Even when the interpreter trans- 
lated the verdict, Roselli appeared to 
be still in a stupor and during the 
judge's remarks he stood motionless 
a3 aw statue, 

In dismissing Roselli, Chief Justice 
Falconbridge said: “You have nar- 
towly escaped the scaffold; you have 
stood as close to the gallows as any 
man I have ever tried and who haz 
; been dismissed. I do not find fault 
with the verdict. No one saw the 
fatel blow inflicted, unless it be that 
some of the witnesses have [ailed to 
tell us something they know. 

“I trust that you and your com- 
patriots will not take this verdict as 
a license for the using of knives on 
each other or on any of the King’s 
subjects, 

“You may not have understood all 
that I said to the jury; I did not join 
in the general belief. There are good 
Italians just as there are good Cana- 
dians and other nationalities. 

“I trust that the experience you 
have-gone through will & warning 
to you and your countrymen. This 
practice of using and carrying wea- 
pons will not be tolera‘! in this 
country. It is to be said in your 
favor that you were not armed when 
you went to the Agnes atreet house.” 

The jury was then dismissed.

of a Submarine. 


——— 


DROWNED WITH HER FIANCE. 


Story of a Pathetic Episode That’ Was 
SIntertwined) With’ the Tragic Lese 
With All en Board of, the French 
“Torpede Beat Pluvicse.: 


Goderiying the tragedy of-the loss 


of the French submarine torpedo bort 
Pluviose . with - twenty-seven — Uves_ 
when sho was sunk in the’ bottom of 
the English channel by a collision 
with a surface stenmsbip on May 25, 
1910, was a piteous episode, involving 
the death of a beautiful und brilliant 
young Frenchwoman., 

The French’ government suppressed 
the’ story so thoroughly that to this 
day the name of the youus woman ts | 
not known save to those in parymount 
authority Jo the navy; but American 
niival officers scy the fact of the bap 
pening bas become known to otbet 
naval men all over the world. 

The Pluviose and a sister submarine 
bad goue out from the’ nary yard at 
Calais about 1 o'clock in the afternoon | 
for n: series of maneurers. She wan | 
about two miles from shore and was 
disporting iv a series of dives and ris- 
ings to the surface. The feat known 
as “porpoising” was being. accom- 
plished with great skill, the submarine 
being entirely responsive to every turn 
of a directing wheel in ber machinery. 
The act of “porpuising” is an imitation 
ef the action of the porpolse in Its Jeaps 
above water, ond prompt disappear- 
ance immediately. afterward. In the 
gabmarine the maneuver Is made for 
the purpose of xcouting. the boat be- 
ing brought towurd the surface suf- 
ciently for its periscope to protrude out 
of water, when the officer below !s ep- 
abled to make a geveral circular sur- 
vey of the water abore him. Then the 
boat dives out of sight. In case of war 
she would bare sighted ber enemy and 
be enabled to proceed closely to a bat- 
tleship or’ crulser and discharge tor- 
pedoes directly at ber foe. 

In the act of thus coming to the sur- 
face the Pluviose came up directly un- 
@er the channel steamship Pns de Ca- 
Jalsa. The keel of the Calnia struck the 
submarine avd tore a buge bole in der 
Upper casement. a rent fifteen feet 
Jong and two feet wide, Into this the 
water rushed. The submarine stax: 
gered along with ber hull just showins 
abore the surface, ber engines dis- | 
abled, ber crew unable to do anything 
to check the inrush of water. And she 
went down.

London, Nay. 4.—(via New. York.) 
Affairs in Porsix have reached: a 
stage. which promises further en- 
troechmenta’upen thet kingdom’s in- 
dependence by Russia and Great Bri- 
fain. Since their agreement dividing 
the country i vhere of influence, 
these tio ; appear ‘to have 
worked in hemury in the direction 
of gradual abserption. 

If Reesia + her ultimatum dy 
cecupying 2 part-of tho north, Great 
Britain ts fi to take a correspend- 
ing step the south. Russia’s ulti- 
matum, which was presented to the 
Persian Government more than a 
week azo, declared that unless apolo- 
gies were made for the alleged insult 
to M. Petroff, the Russian vice-con- 
sul, on the occasion ofthe seizure of 
the property of Shua-es-Sultaneh, and 
Persia mede other ‘reparation, Russia 
would occupy two of the provinces in 
the north. 

Last week the Russian troops in the 
north, it is reported, were augmented 
by strong reinforcements. At the same 
time two regiments of Indian troops 
were landed at Bushire, a senport city 
at Eerala se the perelen Salt nosis.

It is very ueceseary not only for the 
brood sows and young growing hogs, 
but particularty so for the fall. litters, 
to have very warns, dry sleeping quar 
tera as far removed from the feeding 
quarters as possible. Young pigs can 
not thrive In cold sleeping quarters or 
where it 1s the least bit damp, 

The beds for young pigs or even 
older pigs in winter should be changed 
at least once a week and better if 
done twice each week, at which time 
the floors or ground on which they 
sleep ahould be sprayed with crude oll 
or a good dip, after wlicb a clean dry 
bed should be ugain putin. Regarding 
the various kinds of straw used for 
bedding, rye straw comes first in qual- 
ity and durability. It is cleaner, free 
from sheff, and wears well Wheat 
straw, 1f of good quality and dry, 
would come second; shredded corn 
stalks also make a splendid bedding 
nod very durable, but not quite es 
warm a bed as do the above Oat 
straw sbould be arolded by all means.

| LOCATING A MOUNTAIN. 


it Teok Or, Merzbacher Twe Years te 
.. Find the Base of Khantengri. 

For two years a curious sort of 
game was played in that little known 
region of Chinese Turkestan among 
the great mountain ranges of Tian 
Shan. The chief participants of the 
game, which was of the scientific 
sort, were Dr. Merabacher, an Alpin- 
ist, and Khantengri, the highest peak 
of the country. - 

This part of the world was long en- 
veloped in obscurity, and until Dr. 
Merzbacher's survey no good maps of 
it existed. The mountains are wild 
and picturesque and cover ground four 
or five times as great as the Alps. 
Many of the peaks measure over 
20,000 feet in helght’ Khantengrt, the 
highest of all, exceeds the rest by 
some 4,000 fect. The region is regard- 
ed as very ‘dificult of access, and 
old Chinese travelers have left many 
thrilling stories of its dangers. 

Khantengri never having been def- 
altely located, Merzbacher undertook 
the task For nearly two years he 
searched before he could pin the elu- 
sive mountain down to topographical 
accuracy. It was a veritable game of 
hide and scek between a man and a 
mountain, and the curious and tnter- 
esting part of it all was that often 
and again the mountain was in plain 
sight. The route to it, however, was 
most dificult to trace, and the seeker 
realized that until he was actually at 
the mountain's base he could not show 
its relation *to the rest of the range. 
After months of toil and disappolnt- 
ment the mountain was finally trap- 
ped and the riddle solved.—Exchange. 


HIGH UP IN A BALLOON. 


Effects ef the Intense Cold, Rarefied 
Air and Strong Sunshine. 

Drs. Steyrer and Fleming, who made 
a prolonged ascent in the balloon Ber- 
lin, conducted a series of experiments 
at great altitudes with special refer- 
ence to the physiological effects of ex- 
posure to fntense cold and to bot sun 
rays in extremely rarefied alr. 

Both professors were equipped witb 
oxygeu masks. At a height of 16,500 
feet they were obliged to inhale oxy- 
gen at intervals of from one to two 
minutes; otherwise tfey suffered from 
headache, heart palpitations and de 
fective respiration. As they reached 
greater heights those symptoms In- 
creased and oxygen had to be more 
frequently inhaled. At a height of be 
tween 25,000 and 27,000 feet Fleming 
falnted on removing the mask for an 
instant. 

- The effects of strong sunshine, in- 
tense cold and Insufficiency of sir gave 
the face a terrifying aspect, but the 
neropants felt apathy rather than any 
serero pains, Another effect. was a 
feeling of cramp in the muscles, _ 

}” The sun's rays acting in the rarefied 

! air produced a swelling and reddening 
of the skin, accompanied by fever, and 
these symptoms reached their: height 
forty-eight hours after the descent. 

: Among the experiments made was a 

; test for the presence of micra-organ- 

| isms. Of three tests, the highest; made 
at 15,000 feet, showed micro-organisms 
in the small proportion of from 0.2-to 
05 a iter (1.76 pints) of air. The 
fourth fest was made at an’ elevation 
of nearly 27,000 feet and revealed no 
germs.—Harper’s Weekly.

MASTERS OF CHESS. 


Beme of the Greatest Blindfolded 
Players ef the Past. 

Playing at chess without seeing the 
board fs 2 much older accomplishment 
than Is generally known even among 
chess players. Buzecca, an Italian, as 
early as 1266 played three cames at 
once, looking ‘at one board, but not at 
the other two. His three competitors 
were skilled in the game, but be won 
two games and made a draw of the 
third. ltuy Lopez, whose name has 
been giren to an opening; Mangiolini, 
Terone Medrano, Leonardi da Cutis. 
Paoli Bol, Salvia and otbers who Lived 
between the thirteenth and seren- 
teenth centuries were able to play the 
game witbout seeing the board. Father 
Sacchieri of Pavia early to the eighbt- 
eenth century played three games at 
once against three players witbout see 
ing any of the boards. 

It remained for Phillidor, the great 
est genius at chess known up to his 
time, to play blindfolded in England in 
1783 against three of the best players 
then Uving. winning two games and 
drawing the third. surprising bis an- 
togonists sna the throng of onlookers 
by keeping up a Hvely conversation all 

pide while [Phillidor’n achleyement as 
lo the pumber of simultaneous games 
hor been far outdone by Panl Morphy, 
Paulsen, Biackburue and several of 
thelr succexsora” But Philidor, lively 
Frenchman that he was, still holds the 
palm as a conversationalist and player

Phillidor was the assumed name of 
Francois Andre.

NATIONAL LAWS. 


Precious Documents Not Property 
Guarded Against Fire. 
Statesmen tell us that this in a gor- 
ernment of laws and not of men, but 
if a fire should sweep through the ti- 
brary of the state department on the 
third oor of the state, war and navy 
building the United Stites would not 
bare any-iaws, su far ns the original 
coples go. All the laws of this coun- 
try. from the days of George Wasbing- 
ton’s administration down to the new- 
est of all statutes, are in that room. 
They are written and printed on parch- 
ment and bound in volumes, being 
numbered in the order in which they 

reach the state department. 

There are no fireproof cases In the 
brary. Nelther ts there any freproot 
vault. These unique documents are 
stored away In wooden cascs which 
would readily make food for flames. 
There never bas been a fire In the 
state Gepartment library. and no laws 
bave been destroyed. There never was 
a Gre in the capitol at Albany until 
it was swept by Games almost from 
top to bottom.

|Knew what was Laprening, the Jatter 
thad been call] cut from every ship 

in port. The strike began with the 
C.P.R.-men working on the. Mount 
Temple and Lake Manitoba. the lat- 
ter in the last stages of loading prior 
to sailing this morning. At 2 o'clock 
word was passed through the C.P.R. 
sheds and then the men working in 
the holds of the vessels that the offl- 
cials of the Longshoremen’s Uniou 
had called a strike, the response to 
which on the part of the men was in- 
stantaneous. 

The strike, the men claim, is the 
outcome of unfair treatment of the 
Longshoremen’s Union by the Ship- 
Ping Federation.

man, a school mistress, and five for- 
eign children. -Many Chinese girls in 
Mrs. Beckman’s school, who were mis- 
taken for Manachus because of their 
big feet, were also reported to have 
been murdered. A German, Philip 
Manners; who is in the Chinese postal 
service, was among others killed. 

The legations have taken no action 
as re ut they have the reported 
killing of foreigners under considera- 
tion.

MANY PERSONS. INJURED 


Window-Smashing Expedition, Led by 
Mrs, Lawrence, Proceeds Against 
Asquith Government Armed With

dice. Even in the matter of recipro- 
city he thought no page in the his. 
tory of Canada would be written 
down ‘as -a finer display ‘of ‘calm, 
courageous judgment and determin- 
ation than that which the leader of 

e Opposition called an emotional 
page. 

Numerous scandals had sprung up 
under the regime of the late admin- 
istration, declared Mr. Monk, ‘The 
scandal of the Quebec bridge had a 
serious effect. Never in the histor 
of the Parliament of Cansda h 
there been such a glaring dereliction 
of duty. Then there was the North 
Atlantic trading scandal. Two offi. 
clals were. concerned in the expendi- 
ture of half a million dollars ‘on im- 
migration, and refused, under 

protection ‘of the then Govern- 
ment to fell what persons received 


the. money. 

Opposition orators had talked of a 
Government of coalition. He did not 
think there was very much to be said 
in condemnation of coalitions as such, 

e would like, however, to draw the 
attention of the House to the fact that 
Laurier, when he came into power in 
1896, took in elements that till then 
had been somewhat diverse. He took 
in Hon. Mr, Dobell of Quebec, a 
Conservative. He took in Hon. Mr.

The superintendent's home,.a large 
and modern structure, stands at’ the 
west end of a little hollow about the 
sides of which are to be found the 
houses of those who live at the main 
station—the lifeboat crew, the light 
keeper and the stablemen. 

The island jis about LL a 
miles long and one mile wide. Cy 
inhabitants number about thirty. Most 
of these are single men, though some 
of them are married and have their 
wives with them. In case of neces- 
sity, all the men upon the island are 
prepared to man the lifeboats and put 
out to the rescue. 

The life-saving men. receive the 

rincely renumeration of $200 a year, 
in addition to board and lodging, and 
uniforms. I believe that in the case 


creased to $225, 

There are four life-saving stations 
on the island, all of which are con- 
nected by telephone with the main 
station. Should a ship strand on the 
shoals that run out into the Atlantic 
for miles at either end of the island, 
the main. station is communicated 
with, and the large lifeboats (there are 
also surf boats at each station) with 
the crew and the rocket guns are 
rushed: to the scene of the disaster, 
drawn by thie sturdy Sable ponies that 
are always in readiness. 

Not a tree is to be found through- 
out the length and breadth of the 
island. Some years ago no less than 
eighty-four thousand trees were plant- 
ed there. To-day not one remains. 
The fierce winds that sweep over the 
istand have blown them all out of the 
sand and carried them far out into 
the broad Atlantic. 

The wild horses, of which there arm 
about three hundred, roam from one 
end of Sable Island to the other, and 
subsizt upon the grass that grows in 
the sandy soil, it soil it can be call- 
ed. When horses are wanted on the 
mainland, about thirty. are rounded 
up, taken to the beach and either 
carried off in beats, or forced into the 
water and towed to the ship by the 
Isunch. Once alongside the steamer 
a belt is slipped under them and they 
are hoisted aboard, or, as’ more often 
happens, a noose ia caught round their 
feet. attached to a boom, the donkey 
engine started and they are swung 
aboard in this manner and placed in 
the holds. s 

Cranberries are the chief agricultur. 
al product of the island, and barrels 
of them are annually shipped_to the 
mainland. Potatocs, also, are Taised 
with conaiderable success. 

The island is governed by Superin- 
tendent Boutilier; who for. nearly 30 
years has administered justice and 
directed the affairs of this interesting 
yet dangerous strip of land. 

Of course, Sable Island, like all well 
conducted islands, has its folk lore 
that has been handed down {rom fath- 
er to son and from one boatman to 
snother. é 

Many have of the old man 
in the lifeboat, the"man who tnysteri- 
ously makes his appearance in the 
bow seat when the life-saving crew are 

utting out to the rescue. Some say 
Re is always with them on these oc- 
easions, Others say the story is a 
myth. Some say they have seen him. 
Others, men who have rowed with 
the bont for years, disavow the state. 
ment. However, whether it’ be trae 
or false, the story is an interesting 
one, as are many of the “‘yarns’’-that 
are told. 
Maurice Newan, “the father of Sa- 
ble Island’" is a mine of information. 
For ove rsixty years he has. lived 
there; and vivid ure the stories he can 
tell regarding the angry nights, and 
the frightful wrecks that followed:-with 
death in. the wake.

Monster Bubble. Szaring an Island, In 
a Fiery Lake. 

Mall advices fron Honolulu tell of 
the most amazing phenomenon ever 
observed within the crater of n fol- 
capo by a white mun. ; 

It was no less than a tremendous 
bubble of lara, inflated by gas from 
the very center of the earth, which. 
supported an island aa it Goated across 
n lake of Gery liquid. Frank A. Perret, 
the aclentist who observed It, estimat- 
ed that it covered an area of 3,000 
square fect, and he was fortunate 
enough te secure a few photographs, 
nlttough conditions were far from fa- 
vorabie for picture taking. 

“The bubble was a huge sausage 
shaped affair, infated with volcanic 
gas and composed of tava glass,” says 
the scientist In his report. “A lara 
fountain, boiling continuously under 
the eastern end. gate the appearance 
of a screw propeller, and the amazing 
contrivance seemed to be navigating 
the Iske like a great whalebac’ 
xteamer. 

“There was an Island of black crust, 
which when it bezan to sink erolved 
& freat quantity of gas, which blew 
the babble of lava glass. and this fo 
turn sustained the fsland wad prerent- 
ed it from ‘sinking. It made several 
tours of the Inke before it disappeared 
from algbt ct last.™ 

This was obserred in the volcano 
Balemaumau, and -Perrett and two 
Japanese assistants were the only ones 
who saw It—Los Angeles Cor. Port- 
tand Oregonian. ? ’

AFRAID OF POWERS.

Nobody knows what was the cause 
of these strange phenomena, all of 
which scemed to be In some way con- 
nected; but, two or three years later, 
the cod, haddock and other fishes 
were as numcrous as ever.

SRINGS IN ESTIMATES, 


Hon. W. T.- White Accepts Most of 
Fielding'’s Figur: :. 


Ottawa, Nov. 30.—In the Commons 
yesterday afternoon, Hon. W. T. 
White, Minister of Finance, tabled the 
estimates for the seven months of 
the current fiscal year from Bept. 1, 
to March 31, 1912. They amount to 
$43,683,472, or about $100,000 less than 
those tabled by Mr. Fielding in Jul: 
last for the same period. Here 
there a few deductions have been 
made, but the estimates are practi- 
cally those brought down by Mr. 
Fielding. 

As estimates to the amount of $79,- 
218,107 were voted by the Jate Gov- 
ernment, the total for the current year 
will be $127,915,310, 

It is explained cn behalf of the Gov- 
ernment that, while the estimates of 
the old Government will be voted, in- 
ciuding the naval estimates, it does 
tot necessarily mean that in all cases 
the money will be expended. If not 
spent, the appropriation will be allow- 
ed to lapse. 

In view of the fact that the esti. 
mates were prepared by the former 
Ministers, and have been adopted by 
the new Government, it is not expect. 
ed that much difficulty will be ex. 
wricneed in putting them through the 
House, and a record is likely to be 
made with the business of voting sup- 
plies between now and the date of 
adjouyument for the Christmas holi- 

aye.

Cattie Sedion Closes. 

Montreal, Nov, 30.—The export Jiyé 
stock trade {rom the port of Moni- 
real for the scason of 1911 was brought 
to a close yesterday by the sailing of 
the steamshp Montreal of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Line, with 616 head of 
cattle for London. The seaeon has 
been a very disappointing one, as the 
total number of cattle exported has 
been the smallest for the last 29 
years, or since 1882, 

The total exports this year were 
45,960 head of cattle, 3,724 sheep, and 
453 horses and mules. As compared 
with a year ago, cattle show nudle- 
crease of 26,599 head, sheep an i 
crease of 3,172, and horses and mules 
a decrease of 39. 

Of the total number of cattle, there 
were 15,691 head from the United 
States, making the actual shipments 
of Canadian Northwest ranches and 
Ontario cattle only 30,975 head, while 
A year ago the total exports amount- 
ed to 72,555 head, of which there were 
only 175 head from the United States. 


Storm In Rolschsrzth. 

Vienna, Nov, 30.—The Lower Houge 
of the Reischerath was the scene of a 
violent outbreak vosterday. during-the 
debate concerning judicial appoint. 
ments. The ceach deputies started the 
riot by refusing to hear the explana- 
tions of the Minister of Justice and 
hooting him down whenever he at- 
tempted to make himself hear, 

A scene of indescribable confusion 
followed. The czechs,. resenting what 
they termed insults hurled at them 
by the Germans, stormed the Minis- 
terial benches, throwing ink wells and 
brand chairs. Beveral ‘deputies 

ed down and severely in- 
ured. Friends of the Minister ‘of Jus.

The Pope expressed the hope that 
the example of Catholics in land 
vand Holland would influence the re- 
turn of other countries to the bosom 
of the church. He spoke sorrowlfully 
of the persecution o 
France, trusting that 
would hasten the day of repentence 
and ended by imparting the apostolic 
benediction. 

The new cardinals have received 
the text of the oath which they will 
teke to-day before entering the pub- 
lic’ consistory. It isn modified form 
of the ancient oath, and is a3 follows: 

“T of the Holy 
Roman Church, cardinal of . . Pt) 

romise and swear from this hour 
hence as long as I live to be faithful 
and obedient to the Blessed Peter, 
the Holy Roman Apostolic Church 
end the Most Holy Lord Pius X., and 
also his canonically elected successors. 
I swear to give no counsel, not to 
concur in ‘anything and not to aid 
in any way agninst the’ Pontificial 
Majesty or person; never to disclose 
affairs entrusted to me by the Nun- 
cios, ‘or in their letters, willingly or 
knowingly, to their detriment or dis- 
honor; to be ever ready to aid them to 
retain, defend or recover their rights 
against oll. I sHall fight with all 
my zeal and all my force for their 
honor and dignity. Z shal] defend the 
legates and nuncios of the apostolic 
seo in all places under my jurisdic- 
tion, provide for their safe doutaay: 
treat them honorably on their coming, 
during their coming and on their re- 
turn, and resist, even to the shedding 
of blood, whoever would altempt 
anything against them, 

“I shall try in every way to assert, 
uphold, preserve, increase and pro- 
mote the rights, even temporal, the 
liberty, the honor, privileg*s and auth. 
ority of the Holy Roman Church and 
our lord the Pope and hia succeasors. 
When it shall come to my knowledge 
that some machination prejudicial to 
those rights, which 1 cannot prevent 
occurring, I shall immediately make 
it known to the Pope, hia successor, 
or someone qualifi 
knowledge to him. 

“I swear. to observe and fulfil the 
regulations, decreva, ordinances, dis- 
pensations, reservations and provi- 
siona of the apostolic mandates and 
constitutions of Sixtus First of happy 
memory and to combat with ever: 
effort, heretics, schismaties and rebel. 
Hous utterances against our lord tho 
Pope and his euccessors.”’ 

promise to obey all aummons. 
not to sell property of the church, and 
to remain free of civil powers follows, 
after which the oath concludes: 

“Likewise I shall observe minule- 
ly each and all decrees, especially 
these. which have emanated from the 
sscted congregation of ceremonies, or 
those to come from it relative to the 
sublime dignity of the cardinalate. 
Nor shall 1 do anythin ig repugnant 
fo the honor and dignily’ of the car- 
dinalate,”” 

Yesterday afternoon all the new car- 
dinals went to the Vatican and on 
their arrival they formed: into proces- 
sion, and preceded and accompanied 
by the Swiss and Noble Gugrds and 
personages of the papal court, pass- 
ed through the magnificent halls to 
the state apartment. 

The newly-created cardinals, were 
then introduced into the presence of 
the pontiff. Pius X. permitted each 
of the cardinals to kiss his hand and 
his foot, afterwards imposing. upon 
each the red birette ag a first tangible 
proof of their supreme dignity. 

Cardinal Falconio, being the dean 
of the newly-created cardinals, deliy- 
ered an address warmly thanking the 
Pope, presenting his respectful hom- 
age and placing the services of the 
new cardinals at the complcte disposa! 
of the pontiff.
